It 
would not be contended that a law which may have 
been suitable for these roving tribes, even if ema- 
nating from some Moses among them, or indeed 
of diving enactment, but not of eternal obligation, 
ought to be revived for the government of nations 
at this advanced stage of civilization. 
We contend for “three R’s” as permissible in 
Sunday observance: Religion, Rest, and Recrea- 
tion. One of the abiest of preachers, as well as 
one of the best of men, advanced from his pulpit 
in Chicago, asan argument for Sunday closing, 
this prediction: “We shall witness a deluge of 
all kinds and conditions of men. There will be 
myriads of camp-followers, human parasites— 
human vampires—the worst the world ever saw.’ 
Surely it would seem unwise to turn loose bun- 
dreds of thousands of people among such a host 
of 1 vampires,” by closing the gates of the Fair, 
within which, if open, they would be diverted, in- 
structed, and protected from the vicious contact 
apprehended. 


The Sunday Closing Question. 

But then we are told that the closing of the 
Fair gates Sunday is demanded by the laboring 
men and in their interest to prevent the slavery 
of seven days of labor. My observation, like that 
of my brother directors of the Exposition, con- 
tradicts this position. Some extra Sunday labor, 
would of necessity result from the Sunday open- 
ing of the Fair, but it is quite probable that 
a still larger amount of extra Sun- 
day labor would follow its closing Sunday. 
The citizens must double their care and vig- 
ilance for home protection Sunday, if great 
bodies of men tramp the streets in enforced idle- 
ness. The argument of extra Sunday labor as

justifying the civsing of the Fair is wholly unten- 


able. As to the demands of the wage-earners that 
the gates be closed, which is claimed by advo- 
cates of such closing, it is absolutely without 
foundation. Of this I can speak’ with the assur- 
ance of actual knowledge. A ballot on that sub- 
ject would quickly disabuse the minds of our. mis- 
informed triends. Why resort to mere theories 
and to fanciful thouch kindly meant suggestions 
of a midweek holiday, which is utterly im- 
practicable? 
Why should not Sunday be made so truly a day 
of joy as to intensify the delight of its devotions, 
and to cause its return to be loved and longed for? 
Why irritate men with undue restraints and need- 
leeds privations that cannot be soldered together 
with love and yearning? Why, by. driving men 
away from reasonable and innocent pleasures, 
drive them away from religion? Why is rest from 
labor incompatible with rational enjoyment which 
is salutary and refreshing? Can a sinele word be 
found in the New Testament in support of the 
ascetic observance of Sunday? Did not our snu- 
preme exemplar place his divine sanction upon 
social intercourse on the Sabbath? Do not 
honestly intended. but misguided ‘*safeguards”’ 
become, in fact, hindrances and bars to religion? 
ls not humanity as essential to the religion of 
human beings as spirituality? Should we not in 
gratitude to God for the blessedness of his Sab- 
bath rejoice in that gift, as the day that should 
be bright under the smiles of a tender and loving 
father, rather than dark with the frowns of a 
stern and exacting majesty?

It is entirely fit- 
ting that from the region of the Upper M issis- 
sippi, a flood fragrant with the name of Mar- 
quette, should come to us one whois to speak 
tonight upon the “ Catholic Pioneers of the New 
I bave the happiness of introducing 
Judge Kelly of St. Paul. 
Noble Work of Catholic Pioneers, 

For nearly an hour Judge Keily held the 
banqueters by his eloquent historical sketch 
of the great work accomplished by the mena 
who bore the cross into forests before. unpene- 
trated by white man, and down rivers never 
navigated but by the red man 4n his birch- 
bark canoe. They never abandoned a field 
once entered; they were the nation builders. 
Speaking of the founding of St. Augustine, 
Fla., mn 1565, asthe first Catholic mission in the 
United States, Judg2 Kelly sketched the noble 
self-sacrificing careers of Father Anthony 
de Mantesinos, who erected the second Catho- 
lic altar in Virginia. where Jamestown was 
afterward built, and Father Mark, who 
traveled alone from Florida to Arizona. 
Lower California was entered by the. Jesuits 
before 1600, and in 1605 the French built the 
first chapel in Maine. St. Marys, the chosen 
city of Catholicity, was founded in Maryland 
March 27, 1635. Thus, said Judge Kelly: 
Before the English settled Jamestown (1607), 
and before the Pilgrims landed at Piymouth 
(1620),the Catholic priest, Franciscan, Jesuit, and 
Dominican, had offered up the holy sacrifice. The 
hymns of the Charch Catholic had been chanted 
along the St. Lawrence, on the bleak coast of 
Maine, in the forests of New York, over the great 
lakes as far west as Sault Ste. Marie, aloug 
the eastern and southern seaboard from C hesa- 
peake Bay to the Rio Grande, in Texas and New 
Mexico, and even to the far Pacific. And within 
one bundred years after Jamestown, she had col- 
onized Maryland, pushed her outposts into Penn- 
syivania and the Jerseys, into Ohio, Michigan, 
lilinois, Wisconsin, and even as far as the Falis 
of St. Anthony in my own great State of Minne-

If the streets along the line of the civic 
parade are in no better repair Oct. 20 than 
they are today the leader of the march will 
get dizzy dodging manholes and sunken 
trenches. It will be a serpentine parade, 
winding in and out like the cowpaths on the 
plains. Even if the drivers pick ont the 
smoothest places the men who ride in the car- 
riages and are supposed to smile and look 
pleasant will be jostled and jolted so they 
can’t. 

The line of march will be on Michigan 
avenue from Congress north to Adams street. 
west on Adams street to Wabash aveuue, 
north on Wabash avenue to Lake street, west 
on Lake street to State street, south on State 
to Adams, west on Adams to Franklin, south 
on Franklin to Jackson, east on Jackson to 
State, and south on State a few blocks to give 
the delegations an opportunity to fall out and 
disperse.

GOTHAM’S GREAT DAY. 


OOLUMBUS' STATUE, PRESENTED BY 
ITALIANS, UNVEILED. 


The Ceremonies Preceded by a Grand Mil- 
itary Parade, in Which 50,000 People 
Participate—Immense Crowds Gather on 
Streets and Avenues to Witness the 
‘Sights—The Night Pageant Proves a Par- 
tial Failure Through Mismanagement— 
Midnight Sees the Event Unfinished, 

New York, Oct. 12,—[Special.]—Today was 
the culmination of the celebrations purposely 
fixed for the four hundredth anniversary of 
the discovery of America. There were the: 
great military parade, the unveiling of the 
Columbus statue, and the night pageant. 
Most of the 4,000,000 people who can reach 
any section of the city by an hour’s railroad 
travel came. 

The day parade was possibly witnessed by 
4,500,000 people, of whom perhaps 260,000 
were strangers in the sense that they lived 
more than 100 miles away. The pride with 
which the presence of three or four govern- 
ments of neighboring States were exhibited 
best served to show thelocal nature of the cele. 


| bration. No stretch of the imagination could 


make it natioual in more than a perfunctory 
way. The Federal Government was repre- 
sented by the Vice-President and members of 
the Cabinet, whose appearance on public oc- 
casions is not rare. There were also Chief 
Justice Fuller and some Associate Judges to 
represent the judiciary. Beyond these it 
would be difficult to find twenty men of 
prominence enough to make the country at 
large feel that it had any interest in the cele- 
bration. 

The parade itself was possibly the finest ever 
seen in New York.

THE MUSIC FLOAT. 


The lasting memorial of the celebration is 
the statue of Columbus at the Bruadway and 
Eighth avenue. junction with Central Park. 
It is a noble monument to the discoverer, the 


| patriotic gift of the Italian citizens of New 


York. The attitude is one of serene self-con- 
fidence. The shaft which it surmounts is 
simple, with an allegorical representative at 
the base. Colambus faces the waters of the 
bay and the ocean beyond. 

The unveiling exercises were dignified, the 
‘Italian Minister and the Mayor of the city 
filling the leading roles. The sun had gone 
down and the skies were blended with the 
haze of an October twilight when the signal 
was given and the drapings fell from the 
massive figure of Columbus, while Italy’s flag 
fluttered above the statue. The ceremony 
was a beautiful one. 

It was not difficult to learn today that 
though the public stands were under the con- 
trol of the Committee of One Hundred the 
spectators had nearly all the ¢tickets. A ta- 
vorite trick of theirs was to detach the coupon 
from the ticket and sell the detached part at 
an advanced price. The country folks who 
had bought what they thought were tickets 
which would admit them, to their bitter sor- 
row were refused admittance. 

. Beginning of the Grand Parade. 

Fully 50,000 men by the time the parade was 
started, 10 a. m., were either on the march or 
ready to join in with the parade, led by Gen, 
McMahon, the Grand Marshal, mounted on his 
white horse and preceded by a platoon of po- 
lice, Hus fifty aides with gaudy sashes rode 
like United States cavalrymen. Troop A, «the 
escort to the Grand Marshal, followed. Mean- 
while a central point of congested humanity 
was at and abvuut the official reviewing stand 
in Madison square, | 

At 10 o’clock music was heard down the 
avenue and soon the white coats, imposing 
trappings, and bearskin hats of the “Old 
Guard,”’ in charge of Maj. George W. Mc- 
Lean, headed by the “Old Guard” ‘band, 
caine in sight. It was the escort of Gov. 
Flower and staff. 

The guard then went! to the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel and escorted Vice-President Morton to 
the stand. Assoon as he had taken his posi- 
tion beside the Governor, the “ Old Guard ” 
drew up in line across the street and was put 
through the evolutions of ‘dress parade ”’ by 
Maj. McLean. 

It was after 11 o’clock when Maj.-Gen. Scho- 
field and the members of the Cabinet were 
escorted from the Fifth Avenue Hotel to this 
reviewing stand by a squad of police. In this 
party were Secretaries Rusk, Elkins, Hayes, 
Schofield, and Nobie; Gen. Howard and staff, 
comprising Lieut. Bliss. Capt. Schofield, Col. 
Bennington, Lieut. Treat, and Capt. Kings- 
bury. Gens, Schofield and Howard and the 
Cabinet members were escorted to the Gov- 
ernor’s box, and after introduction were-as- 
signed to seats. Baron Fava, the Italian Min- 
ister, occupied a position of honor beside the 
Governor and Vice-President.

Cheers for Those Who Marched. 

The head of the grand pageant reached the 
City Hajl at just 10:25. Grand Marshal Gen. 
McMah: nand his aides were Joudly cheered 
by the thousands on the grand stand, and, 
bowing gracefully, he acknowledged the re- 
ception with a wave of his baton. All the 
divisions were heartily chsered as they passed, 
notably the veterans, West Point cadets, 
marines, and the militia. 

When the line reaehed Union Square it is 
estimated that fully 150,000 men, women, arid 
children were packed therein. The police 
were unable to drive the people back, for 
there was no place for them to go. The cross 
streets were jainmed full, too. 

Madison Square aha its vicinity were of 
course the center of attraction, and as the 
column passed the reviewing stand Vice- 
‘President Morton and Gen. Schofield were 
kept busy lifting their hats in acknowledg- 
ment of the salutes of the passing companies. 
it was noticed that mahy commands, even the 
pet West Points, saggei on the leftas they ap- 
proached the distinguished reviewers. Straight 
marching seemed impossible, 

The blue jackets and the marines from the 
navy yard and men-of-war Philadelphia and 
Atlanta set the crowd wild when they ap- 
proached. Their marching was particularly 
good. This wastrue as well of the naval re- 
serves, and friends of the latter scattered 
amoug the sea of faces made the air resound 
with outbursts of applause. 

An amusing incident occurred just as the 
reserves were passing. the reviewers. Two 
diminutive water boys in sailor suits brought 
up the rear of the division, and, following the 
action of their superiors, they raised their 
hands to their heads in salute. The crowd, as 
well as Vice-President Morton and Gov. Flow- 
er, **caught on’’ and an overwhelming out- 
burst of hand-clapping resulted, The salut- 
ing youngsters did nut go by’ unrewarded for 
their gailantry, for every hat in the stand, in-

It was just 12:45 p. m. when the mounted 
police at the head of the column passed be- 
neath the arch of the Columbus memorial at 
Fifty-ninth street and Fifth avenue. Two 
minutes later Grand Marshal Gen. McMahon 
rode uuder the memorial and there with his 
aides to k up ‘a position opposite’ the 
Plaza Hotel and _ reviewed the _ line. 
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CAR OF LIBERTY. 


This point was the scene of the disbandment 
of the procession. 

It is estimated that 50,000 men were in line 
today. It took fully six hours to pass 
a given point. The parade was over fifteen 
miles long. The troops which led the column 
had reached Ffty-nintn, disbanded, and re- 
turned to the lower part of the city before the 
last four divisions of the parade had started. 

Columbus Monument Unveiled. 

After the military pageant was over the 
crowds wy 3a their steps to Central Park 
where the Columbus monument was unveiled.

Archbishop Corrigan blessed the monu- 
ment and it was unveiled by Annie Barsotti, 
daughter of the President of the Columbus 
Monument Executive committee. During the 
ceremonies the Italian bands played Italian 
and American hymns and the National Bat- 
tery gave the salute, 

A salute of twenty-one guns was fired as th 
monument was unveiled. 

Night Pageant a Partial Failure. 

' The night pageant, which had been heralded 
as the crowning feature of New York’s Co- 
lujabian celebration, proved 4 grievous disap- 
pointmenat, Good management characterized 
all other features of the week and much was 
expected‘of tonight’s show, The crowds along 
the line of march were waiting patiently for 
the promised wunders. Eight o’clock, the 
hour advertised for the start, passed, then 9 
and 10, until finally the procession started. 
It was 10:30 when the head of the column 
reached Washington square. Then came 
long stoppages aud annoyingly frequent de- 
lays. t midnight A spectators in upper 
Fifth avenue were still kicking their heels in 
weariness of spirit. yen

and the other a dry goods, store omuibus. 
This was- ridiculous: enough, but when the 
“car of fame” and the “car of the stone 
age’’ were followed in unhistorical proximity 
by the Hoboken wheelmen, who had failed: te 
join the pruper division, the crowd groaned. 
Many other ineongruities exemplified the bad 
management of the affalr. 

Route and Order of the Night Parade. 

The ronte of the parade was up Broadway 
to Fourth street, west around Washington 
square, to Fifth avenue, to Fourteenth street, 
to Fourth avenue, to Seventeenth street, to 
Fifth avenue, to Fifty-ninth street. 

First came a plateon of mounted police. 
The police escort was followed by a body of 
bicyclists 1,000 strong, each bearing a. flag 
and lantern, and led by A. A. Zimmerman, 
The cyclists rode twelve abreast’ and formed a 
column at least a mile anda half long. After 


the wheelmen came twelve heralds mounted 
on white steeds and preceding Col. John G. 
Garnett, the Grand Marshal, and his aids, 
who were dressed in the uniform of the 
Austrian Guards, silver helmets, white plum 
white tunics, cuirasses of steel, gold epau- 
lettes, white doeskin riding pants, black, shin- 
ing top boots, spurs, heavy cavalry swords, 
and gauntleta. 

Following the Grand Marshal was the Ban- 
ner of Fame, and then came the twenty his- 
torical cars or fleata, The *‘ carof fame ”’ 
led the long line, and was followed by a band 
of prehistoric Americans. In this car the 
winged deity ** Fame "’ was represented as fly- 
ing over the Western Hemisphere to announce 
to all nations the advent of the Columbian 
celebration. 

After this group came another banner and 
“the carof the stone age,” or prehistoric 
car, surrounded and followed by a number of 
Indians. This prehistoric car was surrounded 
by early inhabitants of this continent, while 
others were represented as fighting with giant 
turtles, bears, and snakes. : 

Car of the Sun Worshipers, 

Float No. 3 was the car of the sun worship- 
era. The Toltec sun worshipers were seen in 
the act of sacrificing a victitn at the foot of a 
smoking pyramid, while pear burning altars 
of invense Aztec warriors were supposed to 
be worshiping the genius of the sun. The 
band of the Twelfth Regiment followed, 

The fourth float was entitled, ** Victory of 
Genius,’’ and was presented by the leading 
Italian society of this city, by whom it was 
escorted. 

The ‘statue of Columbus” car came next, 
representing homage to Columbus as he is 
greeted by history and faine. Onthe front of 
the car was seated -America with Spain and 
Italy on either hand. 

The Fourteenth Regiment band followed, 
and then came a group representing Cortez, 
Pizarro, Amerigo Vespucci, Ponce de Leon, 
Cabot, and other great wariners. Following 
came a body of Spanish knights, then the cor- 
tége of King Ferdinand and Queen Isabella, 
the Spanish court on horseback, and then a 
model of the caravel Santa Maria, drawn by 
sailors, 

The ** Puritan car,”’ which came next, was 
also well received. It represented a Puritan 
wedding, John Alden and Priscilla both rid- 
ing the same horse, and other pretty features. 

A group of Dutch colonists next attracted 
attention and after them came William Penn 
and the Quakers, aa well as a body of mounted 
Indians. 

The car of the Capitol, a model of the Capi- 
tol at Washington, lighted within and with- 
ont, came next. This car was guarded by a 
body of navy and army veterans. In addition 
the forty-four States were resented by as 
many daughters of reterangy 

Naval cadets and the jufer naval reserves 
next showed up inthe line of march, and 
after the Seventy-first Regiment Band came 
groups representing Gen. Grant, President 
Lincoln, and their staffs. Immediately be- 
hind them was the American standard and 
the banner of liberty. 

‘* Liberty car’ was next in line, and showed 
Liberty enlightening the worid. In front of 
Liberty sat Justice, supported by Equality 
and Fraternity; behind Liberty was Peace, 
Goodwill, and Hospitality. Then came 
a group of all -mations, a. body 
of Continentals, an immense  ban- 
ner, and Gen. Washington and staff, escorted 
by the Washington Continental Guards, the 
Washington Light Infantry, ana the Frontier 
Scouts. Coming after the scouts were the

Following the Press Car came the Car of 
Music, “The Car of Science,’’ the car of 
‘* Poetry and Romance," and the “Car of the 
American Woman.”

CARDINAL GIBBONS ON COLUMBUS. 


His Oration Delivered at the Uvveliling of 
the Columbus Monument in Baltimore. 
Barttrmore, Mad., Oct. 12.—Italian ‘patriot- 

ism asserted itself today in the interest of Co- 

lumbus. Through the streets of the city bear- 
ing badges and banners, followed by civic 
magistrates, foreign and local dignitaries, the 
fellow-countrymen of Columbus ‘marched to 

Druid Hill Park, where, they unveiled a mar- 

ble monument to his fatne, it being presented 

to the city by Italian societies. Cardinal Gib- 
bons closed the ceremonies with the following

GREAT FESTIVITIES.IN MADRID, 


The American Flag Displayed and Univer- 
sity Students Join the Parade. 

Mapnrip, Oct. 12.—The festivities in honor 
of the 400th anniversary of the discovery of 
America commenced at daybreak this morn- 
ing. The balconies of the houses were gayly 
decorated with flags, banners, and vari-ccl- 
ored bunting, among which the gold and red 
of Spain predominated. A large number of 
the houses displayed large and small Ameri- 
can flags, and many visitors from the sur- 
rounding country, to whom the American en- 
sign was a strange sight, expressed high ap- 
proval of the artistic merits of the colors of 
the United States. The weather was fine. 
The triumphal arches on Calle Mayor in the 
Puerta del Sol and Calle de Alcala, which to- 
gether form the principal boulevard of the 
city, were beautiful. The decorations in the 
Plaza de Armas and the Plaza de la Armeria 
were also noticeable for their arrangement 
and artistic blending of colors. 

-Those people who lingered in bed were 
aroused at daybreak by the strains of music 
produced by seventeen military and other 
bands that paraded through the principal 
streets playing the reveille. At @ same 
time the bells of all the churches mm the city 
began to peal. Early mass was said in all 
the churches in honor of Columbus and the 
services were attended by immense throngs 
of people. Later in the day a monster pro- 
cession was formed of the professors and 
students of the Spanish universities. The 
professors and students were ali attired in the 
gay costumes of the medieval period, and in 
the ranks were borne ancient standards, some 
of which were carried in tthe wars before 
Columous was born. This procession was 
formed in the vicinity of the Plage de la In- 
dependencia, and, headed by representatives 
of the University of Salamanea, marched 
through ali the principal streets of the city. 
Included in the procession were deputations 
of American, German, French, Beigian, and 
Portuguese university students,

of Bourgogne. 

The Queen Regent presided at the final sit- 
ting of. the Amerieanist Congress today. She 
conferred decorations on the officers of the 
various foreign men-of-war which came to 
Huelva to take part in the celebration. 

Lonpon, Oct, 12.—A ‘banquet in honor of 
the 400th anniversary of the discovery of 
America by Columbus was given tonight at 
the Hotel Metropole. The Spanish Minister 
to England presided. 4e announced that on 
behalf of the company messages of congratula- 
tion had been sent by cable to the ae 
Regent of Spain, the Queen of Italy, Presi- 
dent Harrison, the Duke of Veragua, a de- 
scendant of Columbus, and the heads of all 
the States of Central and South America. 

Bertin, Oct. 12.—The 400th anniversary of 
the discovery of America was celebrated here 
today by a gala performance at the Royal 
Theater. Among those who attended were 
Mr. Phelps, the American Minister, and 
Charles Coleman and J. Jackson, Secretaries 
of the American Legation.

KINDERGARTEN STUDY FOR MOTHERS. 


The Third Year's Course at the Chicago 
Kindergarten College. 

The third year’s course of study for mothers 
began at the Kindergarten College yesterday 
morning. The first hour was occupied with a 
lesson on the fourth gift, conducted by Miss 
Fulmer. The increased possibilities of this 
gift over and above the third gift was shown 
as an illustration of the correspondence be- 
tween the child’s inner growth and the ma- 
terial given to him by the kindergarten. 

A series of forms werethcn dictated as illus- 
trations of. how this gift could be used by the 
mother. Original games followed. 

Miss Harrison’s lecture followed the second 
hour. “ Organic unity,’’ she said, ‘‘1s the center 
of the kindergarten thought. The kinder- 
garten shows the mother how to develop in 
her child the right ideas of home life, of the 
trade worid, ofsthe State relationship, and of 
the true office of the church.”’ 

Miss Harrison gave a number of illustra- 
tions showing the value of understanding 
these relationships in a simple way. 

* The third and greatest unity of life,’’ con- 
tinued she, *‘ 1s the relationship between the 
human ¢oul and its creator, God. We have 
come now, after two years of preparatory 
work, tothis great study, and it means no less 
than a study of the development of the race, 
or the tracing out of the handwriting of God 
in the slow revolving centuries. A great mis- 
take is oftentimes made in trying to force 
the child into the abstract conceptions of ma- 
tured minds. .We must begin with the child 
as God began with the race. He is, as yet, in 
the world of sense perceptions. This we must 
understand and use for his higher develop- 
ment.”’ 

Then followed an explanation of the crude 
ideas of the early race, and how gradually 
Egyptian thought supplanted the vague ideas 
of the still earlier civilization. 


“The Assyrian records show another step | 


forward in comprehension of man’s percep- 
tion of his relationship to God: The Greek 
waea still greater advance, and the Hebrew 
higher yet. We find that all these early races 
were first taught by means of symbols or em- 
bodied illustrations, which they could per- 
ceive by their senses and comprehend to a 
degree corresponding with their mental and 
spiritual development. Froebel would have 
us begin the same way with the little child. 
He must first be taught spiritual truth by 
means of symbols; then follows a lesson on 
the first of the light sounds.’’ 

At the close of the lesson Miss Harrison an- 
nounced that each mother might bring in a 
written form of questions concerning difficul- 
ties which had arisem in her summer’s work 
with her children.

QOLUMBUS HONORED BY THE ITAL- 
IANS OF OHIOAGO. 


A Big Parade Down-Down, Distinguished 
from Other Processions by Its Wealth 
of Bright Colors—A Float Representing 


the Discoverer on the Santa Maria Of 


San Salvador—Decorations on Buildings 
Along South Water Street—Dancing and 
Speechmaking at Turner Hall, 


Business was entirely abandoned yesterday 
.n the Italian quarter. Those. who generally 
365 days each year do a thrivingtrade for once 
forgot the cares and strife of competition and 
turned out todo honor to him who on the 
evening of Oct. 12, 1492, first saw the shores 
of a New World. The sons of sunny italy, 
with a fine feeling of patriotic fervor, had de- 
cided that a distinct recognition, from them 
was due the anniversary of the great achieve- 
ment of their illustrious cotintryman. There 
are between 30,000 and 60,000 Italians in Chi- 
cago. Svuth Water street, that busy thor- 
oughfare along which most of the Italian 
business-tnen have their money invested, was 
elaborately decorated with flags, bunting, ev- 
ergreen wreaths, and portraits of Harrison, 
Cleveland, and other candidates for office, not 
excluding numerous patriots, more or less ac- 
curate, of the discoverer of the country which 
these candidates wish to have a hand in gov- 
erning. Another gayly decorated spot was II- 
lingis street in the vicinity of the church where 
the sons and daughters of thesunny peninsula 
worship. : 

It was nearly 3 o’clock when the ranks of 
the. procession on Michigan avenue were 
formed and everything ready for the start. 
Chief Marshal Johu D. Raggio ran his eye 
down the long line and everything being coin- 
plete swung his baton. A boom echoed from 
the walls of Battery D, the band broke forth 
into meludy, and the squad of blue-coated 
police and the head of the line started south- 
ward. Headed by the Pullman band came 
the Societa Christoforo Colombo with red, 
white, and blue sashes carrying the standards 
of Italy and America. Then came the Unione 
e Fratellanza with the Marine band at its 
head.

Columbus on the Santa Maria. 

A float bearing a representation of Columbus 
on the Santa Maria discovering the island of 
San Salvador followed. The modei of the 
queer old open-decked, high-roofed Santa 
Maria was crowded with priests and sailors, 
who gazed in wonder atthe unfamiliar In- 
dians, who, equally lost in wonder at the 
strange white winged things, crowded the 
island shore. Columbus, personified by Ste- 
fano Vianello, stood at the helin, one hand 
grasping a roll of maps. 

The Geneva Cavaline in picturesque uni- 
forms formed a guard of honor for the float. 
The Legioni- Garibaldi, Principe de Napoli, 
and Corte Cavoni in the brilliant unifurms of 
their orders, and having banners of green, 
white, and red, and the Stars and Stripes, add- 
ed a touch ot color to the procession. A lon 
line of prominent Italians in gayly decorate 
carriages followed. 

The parade was over an hour in forming 
and during- that time Michigan avenue an 
Congress street, the rendezvous, was a blaze 
of color and music. A gun on the Lake- 
Front boomed out the first discharge of a sa- 
lute of 101 guns at the beginning, and the last 
few were heard as the carriages drew up at 
North Side Turner Hall, the destination. The 
parade included about 3,000 persons, and was 
made up in detail as follows:

The feature of the parade was the vast 
amount of color displayed. The Stars and 
Stripes was everywhere and far more plentiful 
than the red, white, and green of Italy. Bars 
of it, bolts of it, streamers of it, floated ffom 
every possible place of attachment on vehicles 
and harness and even the horses. Upon United 
States tlags in many cases was a portrait of 
Columbus with the dates of 1492-1892. Gener- 
ously mixed with these flags were the terra 
cotta and white which has been adopted as 
Chicago’s colors. There were silken flags of 
it, bunting flags of it, and shields of it. 

There were 500 carriages. The occupants 
waved flags and wore gay badges or the pict- 
uresque regalia of some Italian society. These 
carriages made up the greater part of the 
parade and allowed it to pass quickly over the 
chosen route, which lay along Michigan av- 
enue, Jackson, Monroe, Dearborn, Madison, 
La Salle,-Washington, Franklin, Lake, Clark, 
Kinzie streets, Dearborn avenue, Indiana and 
Clark streets, to the North Side Turner Hall. 
There the carriages drew up to the entrance 
and the nerry occupants hurried to the large 
hall to participate in the feast of oratory, song, 
and dance which was to follow. 

The Evening Festivities, 

From 6 o0’clock until midnight the large hall 
was thronged with the invited guests of the 
society, and committees delegated by the or- 
ganization were on hand to make them wel- 
come. 

Italian and American flags and the banners 
of the various Italian societies were festooned 
about the briliiantly lighted room, and the 
miniature stage at the north end of the hall 
was set with an allegorical scene commemora- 
tive of the discovery of America. 

Early in the evening the hall became 
crowded, and those present divided their 
time between the dance program and the re- 
freshment-room. program of twenty 
dances had been prepared and, under the di- 
rection of the fullowing floor committee, A.

Opening Session of the Body at Minneapo- 
lis— Reports Show the Denomination 
Has Grown Greatly, Especially in the 

South—Money Subscribed for Carrying 
On Missionary Work—Committee on 
Christian Unity Would Welcome Co- 
_ Operation of Catholics, | 
Miyneapouis, Minn., Oct. 12.—The National 

Council of the Congregational Churches of the 

United States of America was called to order 

at 10 o'clock today. The Rev. George H. 

Wells, pastor of Plymouth Church, welcomed 

the Council. Hespoke of the great conven- 

tions which had been held in Minneapolis— 
the mneeting of the American board here, the 

Nationul convention of the Republican party 

which had assembled in Minneapolis this year 

to nominate the two men who were to be, as 
he said, amid applause, the President and

be the most important meeting in the history 
of the Congregational Church. ’

In the evening a large congregation assem- 
bled at Plymouth Church, many citizens join- 
ing with the delegates in the service to listen 
to the sermon for.the council preached by the 
Rev. Charles M. Lamson of St. Johnsbury, 
Vt. Dr. Lamson took his text from St. 
Matthew, 28, 8: “QOne is your master, 
even Christ, and all ye are brethren.” 
and from these words he delivered an able 
and scholarly discourse, his three-fold theme 
being the church, its purpose, aims, and in- 
fluence, Christian unity, and the brotherhood 
of man. Attimes the delivery of the sermon 
was interrupted by applause. 

The triennial Congregational Council prom- 
ises to be the largest ever known. The New 
England contingent will be heavy, while the 
interior and Western’States send their dele- 
gates in generous numbers. Quite a surprise 
is it to many of the members of this church 
to learn-that the membership in the South is 
now large and increasing ail the time. Among 
the delegates to the council will be quite a 
number ef colored men. 

The reports to be considered will be among 
the most important matters to come before 


the body. Of these reports that of the Secre- 
‘tary is one of the most important. 
that the number of ehurches is now 65,000.

‘He has asense of 
duty,”’ it adds, “* but it coincides with all the 
necessities of the Republican régime.” But 
the real reason why the Speaker prefers Cleve- 
land is, that while he is not at present 
for absolute free trade he “ adopts a middle 
course which may lead to the abandonment of 
high duties,” and he is “in favor of what he 
believes to be an equitable tariff.’’ 

It is curious that while the London free 
trade organ thus ardently desires the election 
of Cleveland as a long step towards radical 
free trade it notes “‘a recrudescence of the 
protectionist heresy‘at;home,’’ in England, and 
that ** the London Times has regaled its read- 
‘* ers with some very Jong and very dull letters 
** from obscure economists who have asserted 
“‘ that free trade was a national calamity.’’ It 
fails, however, to refer to the fact that al) the 
British colonies have adopted the doctrines 
and policy of protection to develop their re- 
sources and -to build up their trade. 


WHY ADLAI CONTRADICTED GOV. HUB- 
BARD IN PEORIA. 

When ex-Gov. Hubbard of Texas. spoke to 
the Peoria Democrats last Saturday and told 
them that the Democratic platform was for 
free trade he spoke as one having authority. 
He felt that he had behind him a State which 
gives 150,000 majority for free trade, and 
hence he did not try to explain away or mis- 
construe the platforin of his party. He had 
no incentive to be dishonest. 

He declared that the Democrats were for 
**a tariff for revenue only”’ and that such a 
tariff was “‘one so adjusted that the govern- 
ment shall receive all the tax paid.”” Accord- 
mg to Mr. Cleveland’s message of 1887. ifa 
duty of 50 per cent is levied on woolens the 
consumers of imported woctens pay a 50 per 
cent tax to the government and the consumers 
of home-made woolens pay a tax of 50 per 
cent to the American manufacturers. Be- 
lieving Democrats said in the Chicago plat- 
form that that practice must stop utterly ana 
that no such taxes must be exacted of the con- 
sumers of domestic products. They declared 
it to be unconstitutional and a robbery to im- 
pose such a tax, whether it be 10 per cent or 
100, and that as a duty of even 10 per cent on 
woolen, cotton, or other competitive goods 
would be equivalent to a tax of 10 per cent on 
‘the consuiners of the home-made articles 
there must be no duties at all on competitive 
goods. | 

There is a majority of 150,000 in Texas m 
favor of that doctrine, which is set forth sum- 
marily in the Democratic platform. There- 

fore Gov. Hubbard of Texas did not hesitate 
to state the real Democratic position. In 
Illinois, however, there is a majority 
against the abolition of protection ana its 
replacement by the English free trade system, 
with duties only on non-competitive goods, 
Therefore it was necessary for Adlai, who 
wants to get the vote of Illinois for him- 
self and his partner, Grover, to repudiate the 
Democratic platform, to contradict the Texan 
» Governor to his face, and give a totally differ- 
ent definition of the Democratic tariff posi- 
tion. Had he been speaking to a Texas audi- 
ence, with no reporters present, he would have 
said that he heartily indorsed what Gov. Hub- 
bard said, But in Peoria it was unsafe to tell 
the truth. 

He told his hearers that it was not tho inten- 
tion of the Democrats to take off the duties 
on woolen, cotton, and silk goods, boots and 
shoes, tinplate, iron, glass, pottery, and all 
the necessaries of life, but merely to reduce 
them. That is, while the Democratic plat- 
form says that protection must be altogether 
done away with, he took it upon himself to 
promise that the platform should be nullified 
in the mterest of protection! The platform 
says no tax must be imposed on consumers 
for the benefit of manufacturers, and that 
consequently all duties on competitive gouds 


- must be repealed. 


Mr. Stevenson said that it was the inten- 
tion of his party to lower the duties on con- 
sumers somewhat, but that it did not intend 
to abolish protection. He wanted his Illinois 
hearers to understand that his party was not 
for free trade, but for moderate protection. 
Where he got his authority for contradicting 
Gov. Hubbard and repudiating his party’s 
platform he did not explain to his Peoria 
audience. 

Thus two men stood on the same stump, 
side by side, one of them representing the 
sentiment of the Texas Democrats and the 


' other that of a fraction of the Illinois Demo- 


crats—the Randallites—and defined in rad- 
ically different terms the tariff policy of their 
party. Ex-Gov. Hubbard was for the plat- 
form and free trade. Adlai, following in the 
footsteps of Hill ana Cleveland, endeavored 
to prove that the platform did not favor free 
trade, and that it meant “ lower ” duties 
where it said “ no ”’ duties. 

Lest the persons who listened to these flatly 
contradictory speeches should notice the dis- 
crepancies and get to fighting as to what 
really was the Democratic doctrine, Congress. 
man Springer appeared to play the part of 
the clown, excité the laughter of the multi- 
tude, and cal! off.their thoughts from serious 
matters before they adjourned. He an. 
nounced that if he had the making of a pro- 
tective tariff “*he would give the increased 
price to the mill laborers and trust their-gen- 
erosity to divide with the mill-owners.”’ This 
tickled the crowd and it also amused the 
manufacturers, who asked one another if the 
gentleman from Sangamon imagined that 
mills and factories would be run by their 
owners after his communistic scheme had 


"been put into operation. 


The “ funny ” business was successful. Not 
a man in the audience seemed to notice that 
very different patterne of tariff doctrine had 
been served out for his consumption.

“WORLD'S FAIR BONDS. 


The attention of the public has already been 


called to the fact that an issue of bonds in aid 
of the World’s Fair is now on sale. The banks 
of the city have agreed to take a liberal pro- 
portion of the amount of $4,000,000 and 
Marshal! Field has cabled an order to take 
$500,000 of .them on his account, Most of 
the remainder are at the call of the public by 
subsuription through any bank in this city, 
and it is hoped the lists will be filled up with- 
out delay, as the bonds must be subscribea 
for before the. directors can obtain the f 
souvenir coins from the government, from 
the sale of which there is every reason to be- 
lieve $5,000,000 will be realized. 

Some objection has been made that the 
bonds are of a kind known as “debentures,” 
and therefore are not as good security as if 
they formed a first mortgage on the property 
The objection is not a valid one. 
The receipts cannot be mortgaged, since they 
are not yet in existence, but these bonds will 
constitute what is, both in law and in fact, as 
good as such first mortgage could be, since 
they will be a prior lien on all the assets of 
the Fair, and must be paid off in ‘full, with 
interest, before a single cent can be paid over 
to the stockholders. As the total issue 1s only 
for about 40 per cent of the estimated gate 
receipts, not counting in the large sums to 


‘be obtained for the sale ot privileges and the 


value of material remaining to be disposed 
of after the Fair is closed, there is no reason- 
Able room to doubt that they will be fully 
honored. The directors are pledged not to 
issue any evidences of indebtedness of any 
kind to an extent exceeding $5,000,000, they 
will hold themselves morally responsible for 
the payment of the bond obligations, and if 
they did not there would be full recourse iu 


law against any and all stockholders who 


might receive a dividend on their stock while 
any portion of the bond indebtedness was un- 
paid. So the bonds may be described as 
equal to the very best of security, and every 
stockholder is vitally interested in having them 
prove so. If they were not paid it would have 
to be because the Fair was an utter failure, and 
that is a contingency which the pride of the 
average citizen of Chicago ought not to recog- 
nize as possible. 

The bonds bear interest at 6 per cent, and 
are payable on or before the first day of 1894, 
the directors confidently expect:ng to be able 
to retire nearly all of them by the close of 
next summer. Stockholders have a right to 
invest in them to an amount equal to their 
holdings of stock, provided the same be not 
Jess than $200 in each case; but it 1 not true, 
as has been hinted, that stockholders are per- 
mitted to change their stock into bonds. All 
purchasers of the bonds will have to pay for 
them in cash and in full, and Taz Trisvuys 
believes they can do so in full confidence that 
nothing short of a catastr»phe will prevent 
their receiving back the money with interest, 
such a catastrophe being one that would vast- 
ly lessen the value of all other property inter- 
ests in the city. 

The bonds ought to be taken up right away. 
Otherwise the Fair cannot be a broad-gauge 
success, and there would be a falling off in the 
profits ot perhaps all those who expect to 


. make money by extension of business during 


the Fair. Thus, every one of these, and 
‘‘ their name is legion,’”’ has a personal inter- 
est in seeing that the sale of the bonds is ef- 
fected, and that with a promptness which will 
testify to the enthusiasm of the people in sus- 
taining the hand of the directory. Especially 
the business-men and other stockholders 
should rally round the Fair, and they cannot do 
this so well in any other way than by absorb- 
ing the bond issue, and thus furnishing the 
last financial aid necessary to make the un- 
dertaking a grand success. 


“THE SOUTH INSISTS ON WILDCAT BANKS. 


The Atlanta Constitution, the leading Demo 
cratic paper of the capital city of Georgia, 
speaks out in defense of wildcat banking with 
a frankness which leaves nothing to be de- 
sired. Northern Democratic papers ignore 
the State bank plank of their platform or slur 
it over by saying that it amounts to nothing. 
Democratic orators deliberately avoid men- 
tioning it, but this representative Southern 
paper does not remain tongue-tied. It says in 


reply to some remarks made by Tue Trrsun® 


that: 

We have already accepted the statement of 
our opponents that State bank notes would con- 
stitute a local currency. Thatis precisely what 
we need. Our gold and silver Treasury certifi- 
cates and national bank notes will give the coun- 
try a national currency and the notes of our local 
banks will then natvraily circulate in the incali- 
ties where they are to be redeemed and where the 
people have full knowledge of the resources, 
standing, and credit of the in@orporators of the 
banks. We want just such a currency—a cur 
rency that will not drift to, the Eastern centers 
and stay there. 

** Rona locuta est.”” The South has spoken ; 
and in the present as in the past whatever 
policy is supported earnestly by the Southern 
leaders is acquiesced in by the Northern Dem- 
ocrats. The South says sho wants a renewal 
of the old wildcat note system, ana therefore 
she will neve it if the party she rules gets 
into power. The keeping of the promise 
made at Chicago will be insisted on. 

And Cleveland in his recent letter of accept- 
ance commits himaelf by an indorsemont of 
the Democratic platform demand to repeal 
the 10 per cent tax on State a issues in this 
sly, sneaking way: 

The people are entitled to sound and honest 
money, abundantly sufficient in volume to supply 
their business needs. Whatever may be the form 
of the people’s currency, national or State— 
whether gold, silver, or paper—it should be, etc. 


The Solid South is satisfied with this com- 
mittal to a return to the old State bank issues, 
popularly known as wildcat, which cursed this 
country for 26 years before the national bank 
system was substituted for them. 

Unable to deny the State bank frauds per- 
petrated in the past the Atlanta Constitution 
thinks they will not be attempted hereafter. 
It says: 


If we revive this State bank system now it will 
be better and more closely guarded than in the 
old days. Efficient State inspection [7] will keep 
our local banks up to the proper standard. [7] 


About every State banking law passed prior 
to 1864 provided for “ efficient State inspec- 
tion.” How efficient thase inspections were is 
shown! by the yearly reports of millions of 
losses by wildcat notes prior to the tax of 10 
percent upon them. The.sharpers and spec- 
ulators, especially of the Southern States, 


would see to it that the banking laws made by > 
the Legislatures were not too strict, and that: 


those whose duty it was to enforce them were 
not too vigilant. Boodle worked wonders 
with Legislatures and officials before the war 
and would again. 

The sort of stuff which unscrupulous men 


| would issue under a State Banking law would 
not “ stay at home ” and “ constitute a local - 


currency.” If Southern wildcat bankers 
preyed only on their Southern neighbors it 
would be a case of “ dog eat dog.”” What 
would happen, however, Would be what hap- 
pened before: If an Atianta bank issued 
good notes they would quite possibly stay in 
the neighborhood. There would’ be no need 
of them, however, as there is national money 
enough. If a Way Cross or Brunswick or Mil-

. ion at the remotest point possible so that it 
would be impossible to return them speedily 
tor rédemption, atid they would have abun- 
dant time to “ realize’ and “ bust” before 
the notes wére protested and the institution 
closed its doors. That was the way the wild- 
cat bank swindlers did business before the 
war. 
they sold them ata discount to speculators, 
wine seh 50 Sot ane Ste eould from the 
place of issue, and then pyt them in circula- 
tion, The history of M ippi will tell how 
the game was run atthe South and that of 
Michigan how it was managed at the West. 
Yet the national currency will be banished 
if the Democrats get the Presidency and Con- 
gress, for the worst money always crowds out 
and banishes the best. The South, which insisted 
on the insertion of the clause regarding the 
bank tax in the Democratic platform, is in 


earnest, and willhinsist on the legislation the 


party has promised it.

TIN AND PROTECTION. 

The editor of the senior Democratic organ 
affects surprise because Tux Tripuns is op- 
posed to levying a duty of 4 cents a pound on 
tin. If the old protection Whig who owns and 
edits that paper will reread the speeches and 
writings of his old idols, Clay and Greeley, 
and refresh his memory regarding their protec- 
tian position he will find that they were op- 
posed to imposing duties on articles which 
could not be grown or mined in this country. 
There is no evidence as yet to show that tne 
United States can produce the tin it needs, 
and as that metal is used largely in American 
industries it should, therefore, on protection 
principle, be admitted free. Clay and Gree- 
ley also taught that it was wrong to attempt 
to build up any manufacturing industry un- 
less a day’s work here would produce as much 
as a day’s work expended on a similar article 
in any other country. That is, if it took two 
days’ work to makeathing in the United 
States and only one day’s work to make it in 
Engiand, they deemed it unwise to attempt to 
coddle that unprofitable industry. But when 
one day’s work in this country did produce as 
much of a commodity as one day’s work in 
Europe they protected it from being under- 
sold by competing cheap labor of Europe with 
most satisfactory results. As most of the 
candidates and papers of the senior organ’s 
party are preaching protection just now the 
editor ought to read up on the subject and see 
what were the teachings of Clay and Greeley, 
whom .he supported for President because 
they were protectionists—unless his reason 
for voting for Greeley was that he was an 
Abolitionist. 

THE DEMOCRAIS FIGHTING FOR GOV- 
ERNOR AND LEGISLATURE. 

Judging froin the interviews of Congress- 
man Cable, Secretary Nelson of the Demo- 
cratic State committee, and other active and 
leading workers for the Bourbon party in this 
State, they have (or pretend to have) aban- 
doned all hope of carrying it for Cleveland 
this fall. Their efforts are mainly directed 
to carrying it for Altgeld and to getting con- 
trol of both branches of the General As- 
sembly so that they may gerrymander the 
State as rascally as they did Wisconsin or 
Michigan. The Democratic orators in Dlinois 
hardly refer to Cleveland since his letter of ac- 
ceptance or cave-in on the tariff. They ignore 
the tariff and the currency issues and refuse 
ta discuss the beauties of free trade or wildcat 
currency, though both are demanded by their 
platform. Candidate Stevenson maunders 
and babbles about the dead force bill, but 
then nobody takes Mr. Stevenson seriously. 
He has to listen to himself talk, and he prefers 
the noise he makes’ on the force bill to 
any other noise he makes. Altgeld is the 
leader of the fight in Tllinois. He is making 
his campaign on humbug side issues. While 
he is talking his henchmen and agents are 
working quietly to gain control of the Gen- 
eral Assembly in order to gerrymander the 
State. If Altgeld should by any chance be 
elected Governor, and if the Democrats 
should obtain control of the Senate and 
the House at Springfield, the State would 
be cut up into Senatorial districts next 
winter in such a way as to insure 
a Democratic majority in the General As. 
sembly in 1895, the election of Mr. Altgeld 
as United States Senator to succeed Shelby 
M. Cullom, and the Democratic control of the 
State for ten years to come, no matter if the 
Republicans should have 40,000 majority of 
the popular vote. The Democratic managers 
seem to havein effect abandoned their na- 
tional ticket m order to further their gerry- 
mander schemes. But the Republican mana- 
gers have been warned in time of the purpose 
of their opponents, and their duty is plain. 
The proper way to checkmate the villainous 
gerrymander scheme. is for Republicans to 
vote their ticket straight, and every Repub- 
lican legally entitled to should vote. The su- 
premacy of the party in Illinois for ten years 
in this State is threatened. Thisis the plain 
truth about the matter. Any bickerings, fac- 
tions, persoual jealousies within the party 
ranks should be postponed until after the 
election. It will be time to think of these 
when the common enemy 1s beaten at the polls 
next month. 


THE BRITISH WHEAT DEFICIENCY. 

rhe final harvest estimates for Great Brit- 
ain reveal a lamentable falling off in yield. 
The wheat crop of the United Kingdom is 
18,000,000 bushels less than the74,750,000 gath- 
ered in last year, which’ will render it neces- 
sary to import 160,000,000 bushels in wheat or 
flour from other countries. “Nearly at the 
same titne comes the news that the Washing- 
ton statistician estimates the wheat crop of 
the United States to be some 30,000,000 greater 
than previously supposed. This gaveto the 
local bears an excuse for depressing the al- 
ready low price of wheat another two cents 
per bushel, though they have recently been 
informed that German estimates of crop yield 
are reduced by 9,000,000 and that the drought 
in Russia has cut down production there so 
that very little is likely to be exported from 
this year’s crop of wheat in the land of the 
Muscovite. It may seem there was no good 
reason for the further break in prices here, 
since our farmers are practically assured of a 
foreign market for ail they have to epare for 
export. Itis fair, however, to state that the 
market has had to take on a heavy load dur- 
ing each of several weeks past in the shape of 
selling against big accumulations of stocks. 
The visible supply has increased at the rate of 
nearly three and a half million bushels per 
week, mainly because the magnificent weather 
has enabled the thrashers to work without in- 
terruption in getting ready the wheat of the 
Northwest to move from the hands of } the pro- 
ducer. 

And it should not be forgotten that there is 
room this year for a much bigger reduction 
from measured to standard bushels than in 
ordinary seasous. The measured bushel, 
which is the one understood in all estimates 
but the final one, does not produce the aver- 
age quantity of flour because of light weight. 
‘This fact reduces the effective value of the 
crop, as it has painfully cut down the pro- 
ceeds of sale by the farmer, the average price 
paid to him being recently estimated as low 
as 42 cents per bushe!. The cheap flour made 


from this wheat is selling abroad so freely as 


to keep down the price there, in spite-of the 
foreign crop shortage, and this is rather rap-

the British Isles will \be to still further reduce 


the area on which the cereal crops are culti- 
vated. More and more of the land will be 
taken away froin @ rotation in which wheat 
occupies a prominent place, and used for the 
raising of garden vegetables and material for 
the feeding of live stock, the latter contribut- 
ing both meat and dairy products for the peo- 
ple. It scarcely pays the British farmer in 
ordinary years to raise a wheat crop in com- 
petition with the offerings from the United 
States, Russia, and India; while in a season 
such as this the result is positive loss. The 
number of thuse essaying it in the future must 
be lessened by the disastrous experiences of 
this year, when the whole country has pro- 
duced only one-quarter of the wheat necessary 
to make bread and seed for its inhabitants. 
The percentage of home production in the 
has declined from 100 
down to 25 in little more than half a century, 
and it seems destined to still decrease till the 
whole of the people have to import bread ma- 
terial from abroad. This may make their 
food supply a still more dangerous problem 
than it is at present, but it will increase the 
opportunities of the United States to contrib- 
ute to their sustenance. The prospect carries 
with it the promise of a still wider British de- 
mand for our wheat, as well as some other 
grain, including corn, which will have to be 
adopted asa food staple by millions of Brit- 
ishers ere many more years have elapsed. 


Hzattru Commissionsn Dr. Warn is re- 
ported as saying that he is disgusted and be- 
coming disheartened at the slow progress of 
the movement to cremate the garbage of the 
city. He believes that cremation is the only 
safe and sapitary method of disposing of the 
filth and refuse, but every step taken in that 
direction is blocked by some folly or selfish 
interest. These remarks indicate that. the 
good doctor is too easily discouraged and too 
ready to throw up his hands when meeting op- 
position of ignorant and filthy persons, Prob- 
ably it will yet be necessary to sustain his 
courage in somesuch way asthe hands of 
Moses were held up by Aaron and Hur during 
the battle of Israel with the Amalekites. 
Perhaps if may be weil to consider 
the. propriety of assigning a couple of 
stout polizemen to the task. That. they could 
efficiently perform it there need be no doubt. 
The value of newspaper assistance in the per- 
forming of official duty is shown in the case 
of the recent Bridgeport stinks. The horrible, 
sickening smelis that used to be emitted from 
the neighborhood of the Stock-Yards to vex 
the nostrils and stifle the lungs of the people 
were uninterfered with fer a long time so far 
as the Health Department was concerned. 


Tes Tatsunsz took up the matter, and as a re- 


sult of the pressure it brought to bear it was 
ascertained that the stinks did not come from 
the slaughter-houses or the Goose Island tan- 
neries, but from the rendering establishments 
inthe vicinity of Bridgeport. Then it was easy 
to apply the remedy, as in this case there was 
abundant verification of the old story that a 
knowledge of the disease is half its cure. The 
stinks were stopped. So Dr. Ware may “‘take 
heart of grace ” and pull himself together for 
the struggle with the consoling idea- that’ the 
greater the effort the greater will be the 
victory. Tus Trisunz remarks, in the 
language of a Celtic gentleman of the olden 
time, ‘* more power to his elbow.” If it needs 
sustaining from without the whole moral 
force of the community can be’ obtained for. 
the work, and against that the opposition of a 
few selfish and uncleanly individuals will 
count as nothing, even if they are Aldermen,

Chicago is to have natural gas by Nov. 1 
unless the expectations of the Economic Gas 
company, through whose mains this wonder- 
ful fuel is to be piped, are disappointed. Pres- 
ident C. E. Judson is confident the company 
will not be. ¥ | 

“ Tho gas is at the State line now,’ he said 
yesterday. .**‘ Nothing remains to be done but 
connect the well pipes with our mains and 
turn en the flow. It has taken time, but we 
will be ready Nov. 1 to supply the public with 
something by means of which a meal ‘for six 
persons can be cooked at a cost of two cents 
for fuel.” 

Mr. Judson took a reporter for Tuz Tnris- 


UNE into the rear of the Economic company’s * 


office and showed him natural.gas utilized by 
all kinds of stdves and heaters. Attached to 
every stove and grate was a tag telling what it 
cost to run it with natural gas. A grate 
burned about 3% cents worth of.gas an hour. 
"I'wo little stoves were destroying respectively 
seven-tenths and nine-twentieths of a cent’s 
worth of gas every sixty minutes. 

The natural gas which the Economic com- 


pany will bring in comes from the Kokomo, 


ind., gas field. The company owns forty 
wells there, the capacities of which range 
from 10,000,000 down to 1,000,000 cuvic feet of 
gasaday. The wells are connected with two 
eight-inch pipes, and through these the gas 
rushes the distance of 125 miles which sepa- 
rates the wells from Cincago. At the State 
line the pipes are to be attached to the city 
mains of the Economic company and dis- 
tributed through these to householders who 
want to buy the gas. nie 
“It’s a simple process,’’ President Judson 
explained. ‘The wells are provided. with 
et so they can be shut off if necessary. 
Natural gas isn’t affected by frost, but the 
ipes leading from the wells are undérground. 
gas is propelled by a force equaling 325 
nds, the force of rock pressure simply. 
y the time the gas has reached the city the 
friction of the mains has reached this great 
pressure and it is distributed through the city 


mains at about the same pressure as illumi-— 


nati as.” 
| The rock pressure, it is said, will be ample 
to force the gas through the mains at present. 
The company has a puinping station at Green- 
haven, Ind., equipped with the peculiar 
pumps which are used in reinforcing the flow, 
for gas can be pumped as easily as water.

In a pamphiet which was sent out yesterday 
the Economic company gives some figures of 
the economy produced by natural gas in cul- 
inary use. It costs for heating purposes about 
the same as coal, an official explained, al- 
though there is a saving of labor and an ab- 
sence of ashes and an ease ia controiling the 
temperature which accords advantages to it, 


But for cooking and heating water nat. 


ural gas as a fuel is far cheaper 
than coal, says the pamphlet. A _ break- 
fast for five persons was cooked by coal, 
twenty-eight ana a half pounds of anthracite, 
costing 1017-25 cents and kindling costing 
10-25 of a cent used, making the entire ex- 
pensé 11 2-25 cents. The same breakfast was 
cooked by natural gas for 161-100 cents. Fif- 
ty mimutes, the pamphiet says, was required 
to cook the meal by coal. With gas tne food 
was ready to serve in thirty-five minutes. A 
luncheon for three persons required'9 31-100 
ceuts worth of coal and 1 3-5 cents worth of 
gas. The luncheon prepared over a coal fire 
used up 54% minutes. With gas 42 minutes.

ALTGELD’S POLIOY MAKES MR. OA- 
BLE MUOH TROUBLE. , 


The Democratic Candidate for Governor of 


Williams’ Method—The Republicans of 
the ae Ward Open Their New 


Make the G. O. P. Happy. 

All is not peace in the Democratic camp. 
The ambitious statesmen of the party are not 
dwelling together in harmony. Though Con- 
yressman Cable has quarters in Mr. Altgeid’s 


relations between the two men are friendly, 
it is quite apparent that each is suspicious of 
the other and that they differ as to the method 
of managing the campaign in this State. Mr. 
Altgeld, in connection to some extent with 
Rufus Ramsay, who also has a barrel, is run- 
ning an independent campaign. The State 
committee of the party is merely 
an auxiliary organization, following 
where Altgeld leads. The candidates on the 
State ticket except Altgeid and Ramsay are 
being neglected, And the State committee 
is paying no attention whatsoever to Grover 
Cleveiand. Mr. Cable, as the special repre- 
sentative of Mr. Cleveland here, resents this 
way of doimg business. He has tried to insist 
that Cleveland’s name shall be kept before the 
Democrats of the State, that his record must 
be eulogized, and that his letter of acceptance 
shall be made the platform of the party. Mr. 
Altgeld and Mr. Ramsay laugh at that. They 
are conducting their campaign for them- 
selves and not for Cleveland. They are con- 
ducting the campaign on the compulsory 
school issue and not on the Cleveland plat- 
form. Mr. Altgeld seems to think that Cleve- 
land, in the parlance of the day, is “ not in 
it.’ 

Any cash or energy that Altgeld can spare 
from the gubefnatorial contest is being 
utilized in the close Senatorial districts to 
elect the Altgeld candidates for State Sena- 
tors. Altgeld has an ambition to succeed 
Senator Cullom. in 1895. The Senators to be 
elected this year will vote for Mr. Cullom’s 
successor. In several of the districts, notably 
in the close ones, personal fnends of Altgeld 
have been selected as the Democratic Sena- 
torial candidates. Altgeld thinks they may 
be useful to him in 189. This is why 
Porter Johnson was selected in the Second 
District, Moses Salomon in the Fourth Dis- 
trict, Henry Bartling in the Sixth District, 
Peter Yeager in the Eighteenth District, : Ed- 
ward Wolff in the Twenty-fourth District,

Two 
strikers mounted the cab of one engine and 
they were immediately placed under arrest. 
The police cleared the yards and quiet was re- 
stored. A considerable amount of perishable 
freight was gotten out of the yards during the 
balance of the afternoon and the strikers pro- 
ceeded to their hall, where they held a meet- 
ing. Loftus, one of the strikers arrested, has 
been released on $1,000 bond. They: are 
charged with interfering with railway officers 
and attempt to incite a riot. 

The strikers claim that the yard men at 
Springfield, Dayton, and Cleveland will come 
out tomorrow, and that they will be joined by 
the Pan-Handle, Baltimore and Ohio. and Co- 
lumbus, Hocking Valley and Tolede rvuads, 
These reports, however, are denied by 
the officials of the roads named. The yard 
men of the Hocking Valley have sent a com- 
munication to the Superistendent asking an 
advance to the Chicago scale. The repre- 
sentatives of the several roads centering here 
hada conference during the afternoon to de- 
cide upon a plan of action and the yard men 
had another meeting tonight. The Big Four 
officials tonight secured an injunction from 
Judge Duncan of the Common Pleas Court to 
prevent the strikers from in any manner in- 
terfering with ‘the business of the road and 
crdering that they do not enter upon the prop- 
erty of the company. 

Orrawa, Ill.; Oct. 12.—[Special,]—At the 
morning session ot the Federation of Labor 
convention today the convict labor question 
was discussed by Messrs. Stivers, Madden, 
and Schilling of Cnicago and Mr. Muller of 
New York. This brought out a report of the 
committee appointed last year to investigate 
the causes of convict :abor, and, according to 
that report, the Governor of the State, the 
Penitentiary Commissioners, and the Warden 
are to blame for its existence. On a vote 
taken in the convention the delegates voted 
to a unit on the enforcement of the 
convict labor laws. A _ resolution was 
passed expressing extreme indignation) that 
bogus union cigar labels were adinitted to 
registration. A resolution was also adopted 
pledging the support of the Federation of La- 
bor in the war waged by the union on the 
non-union ¢igarmakers at Peoria. A resolution 
was passed asking offimia) clemency of the in- 
coming Governor for Schwab, Fielden, and 
Neebe, now -erving a life sentence in the pen- 
itentiary for participation in the haymarket 
riot. 

HomestTeap, Pa., Oct. 12.—The residence of 
John Fox, a non-union man, was set on fire 
about 2 o’clock this morning, and the family 
was aroused just in time to save their lives. 
Mr. Fox says he noticed several men around 
the house last night, but as the men did not 
offer any insults he did not think it neces- 
sary to send for protection. When they re- 
tired the men were yet stauding outside the 
yard. Shortiy after 2 o'clock Fox saw that 
the entire room was filled wiihsmuke. He 
aroused his wife and children and they ran 
out of the bouse in their nightclothes. Fox 
discovered that the fire cawe from the cellar, 
where a barre! filled with waste material was 
burning. The children rolied a water barre! 
to the cellar window and emptied. it on the 
burning waste. .

The Mayor, the Commissioner of Health, 
the Chairinan of the Finance 2ommittee, and 
the Controller will have a conterence this 
morning on the subject of crematories, and 
the matter of siter will be given particular at- 
tention. It has been proposed that the con- 


- cerns desiring tu accept the proposition of the 


Finance committee to erect crematories for 
the purpose of making atest rent their sites 
for a term of six months with the privilege 
of renewin; at the end of the terin, and that 
the city pay this rent providing it is moderate. 
If at the end of the test the city decides to 
gree the plant the lease for the site will 

renewed by the Controller. This may be 
an additional inducement to the projectors of 
crematory outfits to enter into an agree- 
ment with the city. The great trouble at this 
time seems to be to get a plant that it is as- 
sured can do the work, It is not claimed 
by any of those who have negotiated with 
the city that their furnace will take care of 
ashes, and only a part of them will guarantee 
the burning of dead animals. 

“I cannot recommend any of these plants,” 
said Commissioner of Health Ware yesterday, 
“as there has been no practical test. I do 
not desire to make a recommendation on a 
theory, but if the Finance committee will 
make a selection I will have as many crema- 
tories built as it directs. Ald. Swift has intro- 
duced an order in the Council, ana it has been 
referred to the Finance cummittee, directing 
that the city proceed at once to build an es- 
tablishment for burning garbage. Now if he 
will state the kind of an institution that should 
be erec it would simplify matters. There 
is a crematory that does successful work at 


Pittsburg and one at Des Moines, Ia., but we» 


dv not know that they will answer the purpose 
here. In those cities it is not necessary to 
keep the fires in the furnaces going all the 
time, while here they would have to burn 
without interruption. The question is, Would 
they stand the intense heat any length of 
time? Wedo not want to put $10,000 in a 


plant that will give out at ‘the end of six | 


months.”’ 


At the conference this morning it is proba- 
ble that some action will be taken toward 
recommending the passage of an ordinance 

rohibiting householders from emptying gar- 

age and ashes in the. saine box. As none of 
the crematory companies claim that their fur- 
naces will handie garbage that is more than 
50 per cent ashes it becomes qurte essential 
that the garbage proper and the ashes be kept 
separate. If such a rule or ordinance could be 
enforced it would materially aid in the solu- 
tion of the question. 


SOCIETY FOR PREVENTION OF SMOKE. 


It Is Given a Clear Right of Way Before 


Justice Glennon—Tug Cases. 
Justice: Glennon’s court room was filled to 
overflowing yesterday afternoon with defend- 
ants in smoke suits, their witnesses, and a 
small army of attendant attorneys. From 2 


o’clock until 5 it was nothing but one smoke .- 


case after another. Other cases were crowded 
out and adjourned, and the Society for Pre- 
vention of Smoke was given a clear right of 
way. 

The Justice seems to be going on the theory 
that any defendant brought up for trial by the 
society is guilty, and that any explanations 
shall come out after rather than befure he has 
made the acnouncement of ** $50 and costs.”’ 

The day opened with some new and contin- 
ved tug cases. Capt. Higgie of the Vessel- 
Owners’ Towing company was a defendant in 
eight cases, and an alleged misunderstanding 
of an agreement with the society and Justice 
Glennon wiil represent to him the neat sum 
of $400 and costs. The Captain appeared in 
bis own behalf and proved himself to bea 
sophist of no mean order. He juggled with 
the terms of the original agreement until he 
almost convinced a number of the bystanders 
that he is a much-injared man. Capt. Higgie 
was the first of the tugmen to sign an agree- 
meut to use eoal,. and incidentally 
was the first to violate the terms of 
the agreement. His acquiescence in the 
hard coal agreement was by no means volun- 
tary, but was in the nature of a_ last resort. 
The other tugmen followed suit and it is 
claimed that the Dunham Towing company 
and other tug lines are now using ‘hard coal 
and are actually producing no smoke. 

Some time ago Capt. Higgie appea be- 
fore Justice Glennon and asked that the suit 
against the tug Satisfaction should 
continued one week to allow certain experi- 
ments to be carried through. This was done 
with the understanding of course that hard 
coal would be used on all the tugs under Mr. 
Higgie’s control, with the single exception. 
Mr. Higgie, however, assumed that he had 
been given a week of grace on all his vessels, 
and thought he saw eppottaney to burn a 
little more soft coal. his assumption on the 
part of Mr. Higgie got him into hot water 
with the society and with the other tugmen. 
His position in the matter simply indicates 
the stand taken by a great class of offenders 
against smoke ordinances in not ye any- 
thing more than they are compelled to do. 

A number of railroad companies posed as 
defendants and were represented by attorneys. 
In the ordinary railroad case it seems to 
the policy of the defense to show in @ general 
way what the offending company is doing in 
the line of smoke abatement aua to haggle 
over fine points of time and place of offense. 


SOUTH SIDE ALLEY ELEVATED ROAD. 


Trains Now Running to Fifty-fifth Street— 
Pushing Toward the Fair Grounds, 

The South Side Alley “ L” has added an- 
other half mile to its track, and is now run- 
ning trains to Fifty-fifth street. 

The new station is not finished, and the 
stairways leading from the platform are tem- 
por affairs. Passengers land in sand 
ankle deep, and walk seventy-five feet before 
the sidewalk is reached. 

The storage yard has been moved just south 
of Fifty-fifth street, and beyond the yarda 
foree of men were at work yesterday push- 
ing the track further south.

ARE AT LOGGERHEADS 


MR. WENTER AND THE JOINT OOM- 


MITTEE DISAGREE. 


The President Submits a Message to the 


Drainage Board Recommending the 
Immediate Selection of the Illinois and 
| Michigan Canal as the Route Chicago 
to Summit—Mr. Cooley’s Inference from 
’ Wenter’s Action—Solution of the Tem- 
porary Sanitary Relief Problem. 


President Wenter of the Drainage Board 
and members of the Joint Committee on En- 
gineering and Finance are at loggerheads. 
The differences became apparent at yester- 
day’s meeting, when the President presented 
a@ message to the board touching upon tempo- 
rary relief and urging greater activity in the 
selection of the route for the main drainage 
channel between Ashland avenue and Summit. 

The joint committee has been considering 
these subjects for three months, and the action 
of the President in ignoring its members in 
his consideration of the matter caused Messrs. 
Cooley and Eckhart to make a vigorous pro- 
test. 

The message in part was as follows: 

The location of the channel between Summit 
and Ashland avenue is awaiting the action of the 
board. The report of the Chief Engineer shows 
conclusively that the Lilinois and Michigan Canal 
is the preferable route. I see no reason why such 
selection cannot be immediately made. The board 
can advertise to receive bids for contract at once, 
or as soon as the proper specifications are pre- 
pared; and, in the meantime, a lock can be built 
of sufticient size to allow large scows to pass into 
the canal. This work should be done the coming 
winter during the time that navigation in the 
canal is suspended. The first work should be the 
deepening of the canalto Summit, so that the 
water in the canal woula run by gravity to that 
point. The pumps now located at Bridgeport 
could be removed to Summit, thus giving free 
access to the canal, all of which would 
be quite an advantage during tue time 
of construction, as the water level 
in the canal would be_ several feet lower. 
We can bylaw use the ILllinois and Michigan 
Canal, and have an undisputed right of way 
legalized by the supreme legislative power of the 
State. Then let usp to carry out what we 
are elected to do, and if, in so doing, any differ- 
ences arise with outside parties that cannot be 
amicably settled, let higher authorities pass judg- 
ment on the same. Our contracts so far awarded 
stipulate that the work shall be finished by April 
30, 1896. Therefore no time should be lost in 
getting the entire work under way. The board 
will save a large amougt of money by. taking the 
canal route, where we have a clear right of way. 
The money saved can be well applied for other 
works which will havo to be carried out, such as 
getting ao additionalsupply of water from the 
lake and providing for the flushing of the North 
Branch. 

I would suggest that the Chief Engineer in the 
near future be instructed to report un alternate 
plans for an open channel to the lake at various 
localities, with a view to meeting ali sanitary re- 
quirements while not ignoring the commercial 
features of the case. 

Mr. Cooley Objects. . 

Mr. Cooley moved that the message be re- 
ferred to the joint committee, since the com- 
mittee was consider the subject-matter. 
Mr. Prendergast moved that the message be 
sent to the Chief Engineer, with instructions 
to report at the earliest — moment. 
Both Mr. Cooley and Mr. Eckhart opposed this 
strongly, and hinted that they considered the 
President’s action a slight upon .the com- 
mittee, but it passed over their negative 
votes. 

‘Do I understand,” said Mr. Cooley, ad- 
dressing President Wenter, *“*that the joint 
committee has been discharged from further 
consideration of the question of routes be- 
tween Chicago and Summit? As Chairman of 
the committee I shall so construe the action of 
the President in presenting a matter to the 
board which properly should come before the 
committee. The resident himself knows 
that the route question has been delayed be 
cause he has not called together a subcom- 
mittee of which he is Chairman.” 

Mr. Wenter replied that he had intended no 
reflection upon the committee and still con- 
sidered that the route question was before 


them. , 

Mr. Cooley, for the Joint Committee on En- 
gineering and Finance, made a lengthy report 
on temporary reliefto the city from sewage 
pollution of its water supply. The report pre- 
sents the following solution of the problem: 

The abgolute exclusion of the sewage from the 
lake. The expeditious removal of all sewage 
from the pulated district through channels 
carrying volumes of water ample for dilution be- 
yon olhnan The control of flood waters. The 
water supply drawn remotely from shore. In- 
creased efficiency in sewerage system, especially 
sewers hereafter constructed. A rigid exercise of 
the police power. 

The committee recommends: 

That every feature of the work appertaining to 
the partial or entire exclusion of the Desplaines 
flood waters be pushed with all possible dispatch: 
that the surveys forthe North Branch diversion 
be expedited and as soop as the desirability of 
this work can be determined the same be pushed 
with every possible energy; that any needful work 
along the canal to enable it to carry 50,000 to 120,- 
000 cubic feet be at once determined; that plans 
be matured which will provide for a pumping 
plant of 100,000 to 120, cubic feet operating 
capacity at Summit, in conjunction with a pre- 
liminary channel wogonn J from the waters of the 
Chicago River; that such adjuncts be considered 
as may have a value in advance of the opening of 
the main channel or as are necessary to extend 
the benefits of said channel throughout the dis- 
trict as soon as the same can be opened; that any 
needed legal powers or increase of revenue to 
speedily carry out any of the foregoing objects be 
taken under advisement with a view to such leg- 
islation as may be found expedient at the coming 
General Assembly. 

Other Business Transacted. 


The committee appointed to consider the 
sanitary condition and care of the laboring 
camp in the Desplaines Valley advised the ap- 
pointment of a sanitary committee and a san- 
itary Superintendent to take full charge ofthe 
work. The report was adopted. President 
Wenter will appoint the committee this week. 

The Finance committee reported on the sale 
of $2,000,000 of bonds to Blair & Co. of New 
York at a premium of $30,250 and accrued in- 
terest. The attorney was ordered to draw up 
a contract. 

A change in the proposed channel through 
Columbia Park was authorized in the inter- 
ests of the settlement of the condemnation 
suit for right of way now pending in the 
courts for eighty acres of land belonging to 
the Columbia Park Association. 

George C. Dawson, now assistant attorney, 
was made chief assistant and his salary raised 
from $3,000 to $3,600.

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FIRM STOCK MARKET. 


PRIOES WERE WELL MAINTAINED 
AND SOME ADVANCES SOORED. 


Leading Speculative Markets Were Moder- 
ately Active and Irregular in Action— 
Rain in the Winter Wheat Belt Tem- 
porarily Depresses Wheat—Lighter Re- 
ceipts for the Near Future—General 
Commercial and Financial News. 


Notwithstanding the holiday aspect that affairs 
5 ceeeeeetandin consequence of the closing of 
all New York and Boston exchanges and other 
financial institutions in these cities the local 
stock market continued active and presented 4 
firm front. The street railways are still the chief 
center of interest, but there is much solidity to 


| the market outside of those securities. About 


everything that merits the -name of an active 
stock is being traded in nowadays on a fair scale 
of activit?. The strect railway market was firm 
yesterday and fractional advances were made, 
but there was none of the rapid marking up 
of prices such as occurred the day before. 
Notwithstanding that no sign of weakness was to 
be found in the market. The most noticeable 
feature is the decided lack of stock of either the 
North Side or West Side companies. West Side 
stock opened at 206% and advanced just 1 point, 
closing at the highest price tonched during the 
day and witb the feeling still decidedly firm. The 
opening for North Side stock was at 25644 regular. 
The market was inactive, but the lack uf activity 

was chiefly the result of the meager offerings. 
The bullish feeling in these stocks is in the as- 
cendency and seems to be spreading. Sharp ad- 
vances are confidently looked for by many 
traders. Offers of $1 a share were made for cails 
on West Side at 21, ¢ until Noy. 15, 
without takers. The opinion is uite general that 
there is a considerable amount o short stock rep- 


resented in the account, and that there is pretty 


certain to be some pyrotechnics in the market 
before the October account is closed. On the 


ether hand, it may be said that these prices al-. 


ready look extremely high to people who compute 
values on a basis of dividends paid, and from that 
class of investors there need expected little 
aid towards afurther advance. But that same 
objection has been raised during the time 
that the stock has advanced the last 50 
to 7 points, and the advances have gone 
on notwithstanding. If one measures these 
securities by the usual rules that are applied to 
an investment, the inevitable conclasion must be

and ave been shipped from England 
to this country since last March. This presents 
only one side of an equation and is consequently 
of little value in any calculation as to the pres: 
ent situation. Taken by itself it at 
shows a surprising ability the mar- 
ket to absorb. stock. For figures 
to any special vaiue, however, 
it would be necessary to know how many shares 
have been shipped from this side to Engiand. It 
has not, of course, been as large as the movement 
this way, but it has reached a considerable 
amount. The movement toward England has 
been of special importance recently. There is 
now on the way there quite considerable ship- 
ments of these brewery stocks. and more will go 
out as soon asthe books open from the prefer- 
ence dividend. Insiders who ought to know 
something of the situation one favorably con- 
cerning a dividend on the Milwaukee common, 
but it seems to be impossible to get any definite 
information bearing on the matter. 

Street's Stable Car stock was a shade less firm. 
The stock sold off to 30% for the account, but at 
the concession in price there appeared to bea 
fair market. There was some activity in Diamond 
Match, there being a namber of transactions on a 
basis of 140. Calumet Dock continues firm and 
Straw Board quotations are practically un- 
changed. A S of Western Stone stock was 

ade at 94. Reports regarding this company’s 
affairs are all of the most favorable character

INSURANCE NEWS. 


“A life insurance company of Paris which 
had an agency in Lyons had suspected for samme 
time that it was being deceived and robbed b 
brokers. The solicitors got up fictitious app thane 
tions, addressed them to the manager at Lyons, 
who was in the scheme, and paid the commission 
on the amount of insurance so contracted. The 
fraud was not discovered at once, but came out 
when the collectors went to get the premiums 
from the persons’ who were supposed to have 
signed the appligations. They either did not ex- 
ist or asserte t they had not applied for any 
insurance. When the company ame cognizant 
of the fraud a complaint was made and eight per- 
sons were arrested—the manager, solicitors, and 
employés of the company. The tribunal rendered 
judgment against’: them, condemning them to 
various terms of imprisonment from fifteen days 
to six months. Such a fraud could not happen in 
this country. for the commission is never paid un- 
til the policies are delivered and paid for. 


The German Evangelical Church, which re- 
cently held a convention at Minneapolis, had sub- 
mitted to it at that time a propvusition to organ- 
ize a mutual accident and fire insurance comp. 
for the insurance of its members throughout’ t 
United States. The United Brethren, another 
Christian organization, went into the life insar- 
ance business in 1879 and built up quite a large 
company on the assessment plan, and the business 
went on swimmingly, but the miortality rose 
steadily despite ali endeavors to keep it down by 
the injection of new blood, and last year the 
membership had dwindled to ixth what it 
was at one time, and the cost ane 000 mounted 
up to over $62. The experiment could hardly 
be called a success.
